ERMAN TARIFF RELATIONS. 

Our Teutonic friends are awaken- 
tng to the fact that if they insist upon 
the enforcement of their new tariff 
against the United States they will be 
more likely to injure themselves than 
us.

old saw goes. 


Agents of foreign houses have for 


some time past been scouring the 
American market for wheat, which is 
in great demand in Europe. Russia 
is generally depended upon as an ex- 
porter of breadstuffs, but her supply 
of wheat and other cereals is short 
this year, and she will be compelled 
to buy large quantities. American 
meats will also be sorely needed in 
Germany this year, as _ heretofore. 
Some time ago the report came that 
dog-meat and horse-meat were get- 


ting extremely scarce in the realm of 


the Kaiser, and it is only a question 
of time when the supply will give out 
altogether.

The little 
brown tot clinging to your finger prat- 
tles in its own lingo and throws in a 
few English words learned in the mis- 
sionary school. You ask him if he 
would like to 


ting along famously, and find ’ 
laughing at Samoan which you 
do not in the least understand. When 
friendly relations have been estab- 
lished on a firm basis, and not before, 
the gentle savage touches your pocket 
and pleads for nickels. course your 
little friend shall have a nickel, and 
all his little friends within hall swarm | 
around to share in the good fortune. 

And then you walk back to the land- 
ing, alone and wonder what there is 
about you to make other people grin 
offensively. 

All the same, the Samoan is a 
friendly soul, and it is to be hoped 
Uncle will stop the process 
spoiling him, begun by the white trad- 
ers and missionar and sailors. The 
United States government is doing 
something rationally for the natives 
and protecting them from preda 
white men. It permits no liquor sell- 
ing on the island and prohibits the ac- 
quirement by whites of land owned by 
the natives. If the white man cannot 
obtain land, he will not invade the 
country. There are about 4000 natives 
on the three islands owned by ‘the 
United States, and the only white resi- 
dents are government employés, store- 
keepers and missionaries. 

The chief commercial product of the 
islands is copra, and the government 
handles that for the natives and sees 
that they get a fair price and are net 
exploited by traders. Tutuila produces 
about 600 to 700 tons a year, and the 
selling price is $75 a ton. The income 
of $40,000 to $50,000 is ample for the 
simple needs of the islanders. Duties 
are levied on all imports, and the reve- 
nue suffices to support the school at

“This thing, crystallization, men have 
known ever since men began to think. 
The old Chaldeans knew it. Man used 
his knowledge of it in the etone age. 
Thus and so would the form of crystal- 
lization permit him to split his flints. 
Thus and so might he shape hie maul. 

And now—a new belief about this old 
knowledge: That man has looked into 
the rock for uncounted years and never 
perceived that it was alive, as truly 
living as worm or bird or man himeelf. 

Crystallization, we are to learn now, 
is not a mere mechanical grouping of 
dead atoms. It is a birth. 

Only at firet sight does this theory’ 
seem wild. On second thought even 
the unscientific mind will see suddenly 
it is far wilder to believe, as every- 
body has believed so long, that it was 
a purely mechanical process that made 
the crystals of salt form themselves so 
and the crystals of granite form them- 
selves thus. How could there be a 
purely mechanical original cause. 
What could have set it in motion? 

‘What is this thing, a crystal? 

Mineralogical, geological and chem- 
ical science have al) 
definitions for it; but in effect, crystais 
are recognized only by their appear- 
ance. 

Now in recent years, in ite hunt for 
the ancestor of organized life, biology 
has searched the deep seas and the 
shallow roadside ponds with strange 
results: Beginning with the epochal 
years of the Challenger expedition, 
each year has seen ‘new riches added 
from a living world that numbers 
uncounted millions more representa- 
tives than there are human lives, yet 
whose very existence was undreamed 
of only a generation ago. 

Tt is the world of the diatoms and 
the foraminifera, most plentiful in the 
ocean. To the naked eye they are 
either invisible or appear only as 
minute specks of dirt. It takes fifteen 
hundred diatoms to make a body as 
big as the head of a pin. 

LIVING “CRYSTALS.” 

But place one of these under a mod- 
ern high-power microscope and a mar- 
velous thing appears. 

Haeckel has gathered thousands of 
forms of these amazing creatures and 
has published hundreds of pictures,

PART Il: EDITORIAL, LOCAL AND BUSINESS SECTION 


BUSINESS. 

The Chicago wheat market was weak 
from beginning to end yesterday. The 
close was weak with May at 87'4. Spe- 
cial features in speculation will account 
fer gains at New York, running all the 
way from 2% to over 11 points. Money 
rates worked easier, and this was the 
prime stimulating factor in the specu- 
lation. 


‘HE HARBOR MUST BE FREE. 


And now, it seems, the people of 


los Angeles and of Southern Cal- 
ifornia must wage another warfare 
for a free harbor at San Pedro. In 
the old fight, which terminated with 
victory in 1898, it was the people 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
Now it is a fight against the same 
old opponent, reinforced by the Salt 
Lake Railroad and the Banning Com- 
pany. Then it was a fight for a free 
harbor of refuge and of commerce, 
and it seems to have been only half 
won. We were victorious in securing 
of refuge, and it is now 
al an accomplished fact, but the 
harbor of commerce, which is really 
the most important part of the un- 
dertaking, is almost in the clutch of 
the three corporations above men- 
tioned. 

The disaster which would ensue if 
the inner harbor should be shut out 
from free approach, by reason of a 
monopoly established by corporate in- 
terests, need not be dwelt upon. Such 
& monopoly would nullify the victory 
won. The same evil results which 
would have followed the _ establish- 
ment of the harb.~ at Santa Monica 
would be repeated at San Pedro—or, 
more properly, at Wilmington. , It is 
now the apparent purpose of the three 
corporations referred to to monopolize 
the frontage of the tnner harbor s0 
‘ar as they can. This would mean 
that no ships could discharge their 
cargoes without paying tribute to 
these corporations, and that no mer- 
chandise could be en from the 
wharves by independent carriers with- 
out reckoning with the same greedy 
corporations. 

The proposed monopolization of the 
inner harbor by these corporate in- 
terests, if--their scheme should be 
earried into effect, would check the 
growth of Southern ’California. It 
would even inflict injury upon the 
corporations referred to; for their 
interests are indissolubly bound up in 
those of Los Angeles and the adja- 
cent country. Their own prosperity 
is linked with that of this section, and 
cannot be separated from it. They 
cannot reasonably hope to derive sub- 
stantial nor permanent benefit by es- 
tablishing a monopoly which would 
deprive the public of benefits to 
which it is justly entitled. If the 
government should stop work upon 
the harbor, the corporations them- 
‘ives, it is apparent, would be the 
heaviest losers. While The Times ad- 
mires enterprise, and likes to see large 
undertakings go forward in a large 
way, these corporations must under- 
stand that they cannot safely trespass 
on the preserves of the government. 

Fortunately, there is still fighting 
ground upon which the people may 


‘stand in combating the consummation 


of this conspiracy. It would be bet- 


ter that the harbor should go unfin-— 


ished for years beyond the prescribed 
time than that it should pass into the 
hands of a monopoly which will shut 
out the public from the benefits to 
which it is justly entitled. “We have 
waited twenty years for this harbor 
and can wait twenty years more if 
need be,”’ says the Harbor Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce, in its 


,exhaustive report upon this matter. 
| This view will doubtless commend it- |

self to the great majority of citizens. 


If to fight this conspiracy means de- 


lay in the completion of the harbor, 
the fact is to, be regretted. But no 
sacrifice is too great to prevent the 
robbery of the people in the manner 
proposed. 

The large sums appropriated by the 
government of the United States for 
the completion of the San Pedro har- 
bor @ere not designed for the sole 
benefit of corporations. These ap- 
propriatio:s were made for the 
benefit of the people. If this scheme 
of private monopoiy should be success- 
ful, the government would be placed 
in the position of having expended 
these vast sums, not for the people, 
who 
are seeking to establish a monopoly. 
The government of the United States 
is not given to appropriating money, 
knowingly, for the establishment and 
support of private monopolies. It 
should not be necessary to do more 
than to make 
with the true situation regarding this 
question, in order, to prevent the con- 
summation of this conspiracy against 


the people. 
For a free public harbor, further ap- 


jeured at the forthcoming session of 


propriations could probably be se- 


Congress; but it is extremely doubtful 
if Congress can be induced to appro- 
priate money for the completion of 
a@ private harbor for the benefit of 
the Southern Pacific and the Salt Lake 
railroads and the Banning Company.

HE RAILROAD ATTITUDE. 

The Times some days ago printed 
a letter from *T. J. Norton, attorney- 
for the Santa Fé Railroad Company, 
replying to an interview with Joseph 
H. Call on the railroad rate conven- 
tion held at Chicago. 

Now comes Mr. Norton with a reply 
to an interview with F. Q. Story, presi- 
dent of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange on the same topic. As all 
three have had their “innings,”’ and 
The Times does not wish to prolong 
the controversy beyond the point of 
public interest, only the new points 
made in the last contribution are 
herewith printed. Mr. Norton in the 
opening paragraph of his letter says: 

“First—The carriers do not wish to 
comply with the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission reducing 
the rate on citrus fruits from $1.25 to 
$1.10 until the courts have finally de- 
termined that order to be reasonable 
and valid because in the seventeen 
years and more that the commission 
‘has been making orders it has been 
held in error in 93 per cent. of the 
eases that have been put to judicial 
test.” 

Further in his communication Mr. 
Norton says: 

“In the second place, the carriers 
object to giving the commission rate 
making power for the sufficient 
reason that there is no ‘question 
before the country.” 

This is followed by a comparison of 
what rates generally prevailed twenty 
years agc and today. It is further a!- 
leged by Mr. Norton that very few of 
‘the rates now prevailing are excessive. 

These statements may be generally 
true. It would seem that they 
are true, for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is quoted to that 
effect. 

But the item of paramount impor- 
tance hereabouts is that the railroad 
rates on oranges and lemons are con- 
sidered much too high from the grow- 
ers’ point of view. One of the ele- 
ments in the rate problem is the 
volume of the business. It is one of 
‘the principal points. Now the orange 
‘growers contend that inasmuch as the 
volume o*% this business has increased 
greatly in late years, amounting at 
|the present time to 30,000 carloads, 
ithe roads can carry the crop at a 
jlower rate than when the crop Was

is an “invasion of rights of private 
property.” He cites a company hardly 
quasi-public in its nature as one paral- 
lel to the railroads, But as the lawyers 
say, the “parallel will not go on all 
fours.”” Railroads are public utilities 
and not to be treated as private bus- 
iness. The power of Congress to in- 
terfere in the conduct of business by 
such corporations is something about 
which the American people have no 
doubt. It is a power to be exercised 
only in case of great need and with 
great care. But the people have made 
up their mind that such power is 
lodged in Congress and that i* sh2!l 
be exercised in certain cases. Apd 
to compare the “interference” of 
Congress with the “fnaterference” of 
labor unions is too far-fetched for 
serious argument. The people grant 
railroads their privileges and through 
Congress have a right to require that 
the terms of the grant are not ex- 
ceeded by the grantees. 


OWTON’S LATEST. 

Spook Howton is reported as de- 
claring. that he “will not rest” until 
“organized labor” is represented on 
the new Board of Public Works. 

If the Sixth Ward Councilman (by 
sufferance) persists in his resolution, 
he will probably continue in a tired 
and restless condition for a long time 
to come. 

Not that there will be any dispo- 
sition on the part of the Mayor to dis- 
criminate against any aspirant solely 
on the ground that he is a member of 
a labor organization. There is no 
reason to suppose that the Mayor 
would thus discriminate; but there is 
a grave doubt whether Mr. McAleer 
could find among the leaders of organ- 
ized labor in Los Angeles a man of 
sufficient character, capacity, judg- 
ment, responsibility, integrity and fair- 
mindedness to fill a position on the 
Board of Public Works. 

Quite aside from this question, how- 
ever, the right of Howton and his 
union gang to demand representation 
upon the ground of union membershi 
is challenged. | 

The sole qualification for member- 
ship in this important branch of the 
municipal government should be fit- 
ness for the position. The Board of 
Public Works, under the amended 
charter, will have large responsibil- 
ities in the conduct of the city gov- 
ernment. The members of this board 
must be men of recognized integrity, 
of unusual ability, and of peculiar 
adaptability to the work which they 
will be called upon to perform. 

Such men should be selected, not 
with reference to their industrial, po- 
litical, religious or social affiliations, 
but conclusively with peference to their 
qualifications for the duties before 
them. 

The Howton demand that “organ- 
ized labor’ shall be represented, as 
such, is as preposterous as Would be 
a demand that the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, or the Modern Woodmen, 
or the 
Knights of Pythias. or the Friday 


Morning Club, or the Catholic, Pres- 


byterian or Methodist churches, should 
be represented. 

The Board of Public Works is not 
to be a social, an industrial, a polit- 
ical nor a religious organization. It. 
is hoped that it will be composed of 
the best men obtainable; an its prin- | 
cipal function, figuratively speaking, 
will be to “saw wood.” 

Speaking of “laboring men,” there 
isn’t the shadow. of a doubt that the 
board will be composed entirely of 
that kind of men. They will all labor. 
They will be compelled to labor ardu- 
ously from day to day (and more than 
eight hours per day,) to hold their 
jobs. They will be about the busiest 
men in this neck o’ the woods. 

Again, if the line were to be drawn 
on men who work for stated wages, 
why consider solely the wage-earners 
who are organized into unions? They 
comprise but a small majority of the 
total number of wage-workers in Los 
Angeles. What sense would there be 
in ignoring the vast majority of unor- 
ganized and independent workmen, to 
make a selection from the small mi- 
nority whose necks are under the 
yoke of unionism? 

In the matter of numbers, no less 
than in average intelligence, honesty 
and mamwhood, unorganized tabor in 
Los Angeles is far ahead of organized | 
labor. Why select from the poorest | 
material when the best is available? 

Whatever sympathy may be wasted 
upon Spook Howton for the long sea- 
son of unrest which he has promised 
himself, the facts will not be altered. 
Men will be cnosen for the Board ef | 
Piblic Works without reference ito 
their social, industrial or religious 
affiliations. 

We all hope that they will be men 
capable of filling their positions and 
not gut-brains of the Howton brand.
